His ranche is about twenty-one miles 
south of Los Ange'es, near the village of 
Norwalk, on a spur of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad.

The first object of interest: is a rather 
large corral containing a flock of sixteen- 
month old birds. They stand about six 
fect high, and are quite timid. ‘These 
birds were plucked three months ago, 
and their plumage is abundant and 
glossy already. My guide told me that 
only seven months’ time was necessary 
for the new plumage to mature in, and 
that these ‘‘chicks” produced feathers 
at their last plucking over two feet lony, 
which beats the record in Africa. Next 
come the pens where the adult birds are 
kept. Each pair is allowela space of 
about twenty by forty feet. The females 
are of a speckled brownish color, and 
have a homely domestic appearance. The 
males, on the” centrary, are a brilliant, 
glossy black, with one row of superb 
white feathers fringing exch wing and 
the tail. They are rakish, gallant look- 
ing fellows, and can comfortably stretch 
their necka over the eight-foot fence 
which forms the rear of their pens. A 
barrier in front of the pen keeps visitors 
at a safe distance from them, as these 
older birds are always dangerous. The 
superintendent to'd me that he knew of 
several men being killed and three horses 
disembowelled by them. Their feet are 
armed each with two toes, one of which 
is very long, and his at its extremity an 
immense claw. Their mode of attack is 
ulways by kicking, and as they are 
known to be able to maintain for a long 
time a gait faster than that of any race 
horse, the muscular power of their legs 
can be imagined. 

I asked how the picking of these big 
ones was managed. 

“Well, we catch their necksin a forked 
stick, draw a leather stocking over their 
heads, and four or five of us grab them. 
But it’s no fun, I can tell you, for one 
square kick would send a fellow to king. 
dom come too quick. You hear me?” 

Strange to say, they make no attempt 
to jump over the fence, but when very 
much excited or enraged will brush 
away a strong board fence with their 
breasts of bones, like so much paper. 

The only use they make of their al- 
leged wings is to steer themselves around 
a corner or sharp curve; during which 
operation they look much like a sail boat 
when it ‘‘luffs.”’ 

Up to recently patent incubators were 
used, but so unsatisfactory were they 
that the birds are now permitted to in- 
crease and multiply in the orthodox man. 
ner. Each pair is expected to hatch 
three broods a year, the hens averaging 
fifteen eggs at a setting, but sometimes 
running up to as many as thirty. About 
six weeks is the period of incubation. I 
saw some ‘‘chicks” only a week or 80 
old, which were as large as prize turkeys; 
the parents were most affectionate and 
solicitous in the care of the little ones, 
and regarded us, even far off as we were, 
with evident disapprobation. 

The expense of keeping these huge 
creatures is comparatively small, each 
bird getting a daily ration of fifty | 
pound: of cut alfalfa, a little corn, and 
unlimited pebbles. An artesian~ well | 
supplies them with pure water, and they 
appear to have made themselves at home, | 
and apparently have come to California — 
to stay. 

The outlay of capital must be consid- 
erable in the first piace, as since the first 
lot was exported the cape governmeut 
has imposed an export duty of $500 per 
bird. Add to this the prime cost, which 
varies from $100 up to the thousands, 
and the freight from the cape te New 
Orleans and thence to Los Angeles, and 
the average cost per pair ata low calcu- 
lation must be put at from $1,500 to $2,- 
000. In Africa the profit must be very 
large. Dr. Sketchly cited one instance 
where a trio of biras yielded in one year 
a revenue of over $30,000, in offspring 
and feathers.

Tinsel, or ‘‘stincelle,” as it is called in 
Paris, is a prominent feature in all fa- 
orics prepared for. bonnets, whether it 
ve net, plush or woolen. 

The ruby is now considered the rarest 
»f colored gems. Fine rubies are scarce. 
They will be clustered with white and 
inted pearls, sapphires, opal and other 
tones. 

The variety of bead trimming excels 
chat of any former season, as flat, square, 
‘ound, large and small beads are used 
with blocks nearly an inch square and 
ipikes two inches long. 

There are a host of striped plushes. 
Jne example is in dark green, a half-inch 
wide stripe of plush, alternating with 
yne of cashmere of tle same color, the 
atter being studded with boucle spots 
of red, 

Pointed bonnet brims are still to be 
worn, and the crown are of all shapes, 
ss the back hair is now worn in many 
lifferent ways; velvet or plush strings 
ire added to render the bonnets warmer 
ind more comfortable looking. 

A foreign authority says hats do not 
differ much from those of the summer, 
snd yet some very extreme styles are 
shown. One, a most stylish Rubens, 
was trimmed with a wide band of velvet 
ind tinsel, with a cluster of ostrich 
feathers.

There 
sre woolen laces in the piece embroidered 
with chenille, metal and beads, cloth 
with boucle loops, and even Astrachan 
sloth—all now used for bonnets. 

The modern belle never bathes her face 
in cold water; it roughens the skin. The 
most perfect beautifier, in her opinion, 
is a piece of fine white flannel dipped in 
warm water and wiped over the face 
morning and night. Then dry gently 
with a soft towel, pressing the face in- 
stead of rubbing it. This keeps the face 
soft. The flannel used before retiring 
removes the cosmetics that may have 
been applied during the day. 

Bonnets are more capricous than ever. 
They are of large, medium and small di- 
mensions, sometimes bent in the brim, 
sometimes straight and again the brim 
is so close to the head as not to admit of 
any variations. They are of velvet or 
plush, or both, and are trimmed with 
an endless variety of ribbons, feathers, 
flowers and ornaments. In most cases 
the bonnet must match in some manner 
the costume, either in color or in ma- 
terial. 


The World’s Great Navies. 


The naval service of England has a 
total of 56,940 officers and men, and a 
total fleet effective for general service of 
283 vessels, including sixty-two armored 
ships, in addition to which are seventy- 
four torpedo boats. Of the very first- 
class are twelve turret ships and_ bar- 
bette ships, constructed to carry the 
heaviest possible guos and armor. The 

rinciple of this class is the Inflexible, 
ncased in 3,275 tons weight of armor. 

The Russian navy consists of the 
Baltic fleet, the Black sea fleet, the Cas- 
pian flotilla and the Siberian flotilla, 
comprising 358 vessels, armed with 671 
guns. ‘There are forty iron-clads in- 
cased in armor varrying from four and 
one-half to sixteen inches in thickness, 
The naval force is 26.344 men. 

The German navy consists of 111 ves- 
sels, twenty-six of them iron-clads, and 
412 guns of large caliber, beside small 
guns. The naval force is, perhaps, 48,- 
000 men of all classes.

Most important among their pub- 
lic buildings were the basilicas, which in 
name, purpose and form were derived 
from Greek prototypes. As halls of jus- 
tice and places for commercial traffic 
they may be regarded as covered exten- 
sions of the open squares... 


A Japanese Piant Cure. 


On the bodies of, almost. every Japan- 
ese, and sometimes on every part of the 
body, one sees round white spots These 
ure the moxa spots, produced by burn- 
ing the flesh with a species of plant, 
with the object of curing some affection. 
This is a universal popular specific in 
Japan, which is its home, although moxa 
is to found used elsewhere. It was in- 
troduced from Japan to Europe by the 
Portuguese and Span‘ards,and the name 
is Japanese. In May the lenves of the 
Artemisia Chinensis are powdered and 
dried, and the mass cut into small blocks 
or pieces. Cne of these is laid on the 
body and set on fire, burning slowly 
away. At first it naturally produces a 
sore, more or less deep, according to the 
intensity of the heat; soon this heals, 
leaving the scar forever. The belief in 
the efficacy of this process is universal, 
and Dr. Baelz thinks, not altogether mis- 
placed, for the moxa acts much as our 
blisters do. Moreover, from the accounts 
of ‘those who have gone through the 
cure, it is by no meansas painful as one 
would anticipate from the heroic nature 
of the remedy. 


A Remarkable Case In Surgery. 


An accident so remarkable occurred 
in this city a few days ago to one of our 
leading merchants that it has no re- 
corded parallel in civil surgery and but 
few in military experience. The patient 
had been playing and romping with his 
children. After he had sat down to rest, 
to his amazement he found that he could 
not place his back close to that of the 

hair. Finding no apparent cause in the 
Shair for this obstruction he requested 
his wife to examine his back, and to her 
horror she discovered a hideous protu- 
berance in the region of his right shoul- 
der blade quite six inches beyond the 
back and adherent to it. He at once 
repaired to his physician, Dr. C. Cole- 
man Benson, on Pearl street, who recog- 
nized the lesion as displacement of the 
inferior angle of the scapula by rupture 
of the superior fibers of the latissimus 
dorsi muscle, and quickly reduced the 
dislocation so a3 to alleviate the excess- 
ive pain and distortion in the shoulder 
and ‘arms. Appropriate bandages have 
been applied, and the case is progressing 
most favorably. — Baltimore Amerwan, 


Origin of ‘‘Teetotal.” 


The presbytery of J.ackawanna, Penn.

evidences of our weakne re 
grave mistakes in or ing to 
make a fair estimate the race, 


and a philosophical comyarison 
in the aggregate ability of the 
two reces. Let us consider, that 
from a business point of view, the 
white race is better situated than 
we are: let us consider, that they 
have more money, greater facili- 
ties for education and wealth; and 
that in a business trensaction, they 
are better able to deal cheaper in 
the same kind of goods thun we 
can sell now. Let us for an in- 
stance, resson in this way; that 
the man who buys ove thousand 
pounds of sugar at 6 cts. per 
pound, is better able to sell it at 
8 cts.. than the man who buys one 
hundred pounds of the same sug- 
ar at 8 cte. For in all cases. 
_ grester the purchase, cheaper the 
rices; and as the wh'tes as a race, 
Love larger sume of money, they 
must be able to purchase larger 
quantitics of goods; which will en- 
able them in all such cases to sei! 
much cheaper than the colored, 
for the reasons shown above. Let 
us admit, that as a race, tle poor- 
est ot white people are better pre- 
pared in the aggregate, than our 
welltodo. As @ race, “e can 
not any more afford to eell the 
same goods they sell than we can 
-to buy and weur the same. We 
must admit, as well as remem/er, 
that we only ge: 10 per cent. 
Live in proportion to our income; 
buy and sell proportionately; and 
in less than 50 years, the race 
with the same natural ability it 
possesses will be one of the equal 
factors in every sense of the word 
of the American vation. What 
we need now, is more of protound 
reason, avd lers useless efforte; 
more practical cburcbhes and Sun- 
day school work, and less immor- 
ality, desecration, and drunkard- 
ness; Jess talk of politics, and 
more of business, and-i’short less 
jealousy among our#elves, and 
more real work for tlie develop- 
ment of race. And again, if a col 
ored man pute up a store Opposite 
the white man, and in the same 
block, they would buy from the 
white man first. Will some one 
rise up and explain the reason for 
this strange practice of life? We 
suppose that some oue will at- 
tempt i'; and explain in this way, 
because the whites sell cleaper? 
then the colored Joe ew well go 
out of the business; auee as has 
already been said, that the whites 
are better prepared to sell their 
géods cheaper, as they get them 
cheaper; having purchased them 
iv larger quantities, they for 
cheaper rates.

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FATAL TORNADOES, 


“any Persons Killed and Wounded 
in Alabama and Texas. 

A Selma (Ala) dissatch gives the follow- 
ing particulars of a tornado’s deadly work: 
“Friday uight ons of the most terrific and 
lestructive storms’ ever known in this 
State paselover the section of country 
just north of this city, washing away 
bridses, railroad beds, growinz crops 
and leveling forest and houses for 


mi'es. A cyclone, accompanied by torrents of 
rain and appalling electric discharges, s:arted 
on Cababa river, passed through Dallas, Perry 
and Bibb counties, leaving a dead waste of for- 
ests, plantations, houses and villas, Exploring 
relief parties say the track of the cyclone was 
halfa mile wide. They have gone over forty 
miles picking up dead and wounded, and 
don’t know how much longer the track is. 

‘Thirteen persons have been found kilied 

outright and more than fifty dangerously 
wounded. A number of persons cannot be 
accounted for. 
“The supplies of a relief party were ex- 
hausted early. Reluctantly they left the 
wounded that they might come to this city 
for further help. The citizens responded. and 
at an early hour wagons were carrying food 
and clothinz to the afflictel. One thousand 
dollars bas been contriout«-d by this district. 
The committees have been increased. The reg- 
ion vi-«ited by the storm is removed from the 
telezraph, but it is known that two white 
families were killed, and among the negroes 
the mortality is terrible. In one case a ne- 
gro, his wife and nine children were killed 
instantly.” 

A dispatch from Dangerfield, Te says: 
“Later accounts show that the cyclone in 
Cass county, last Thursday evening, was 
worse then at first reported. Its breadth was 
thirty yards The ship-shaped cloud moved 
with awful velocity and a terrific roar, 
crushing dwellings and outbuildings, scatter- 
ing their contents far and wide, 
aod carryinz death and destruction in its 
pathway. Hardy Pitman and bis three chil- 
dren, six, seven and eignt years o'd, and also 
a uine-year-old boy named Richard Haw- 
thorne, were all instantly killed by the de 
struction of their residence The head of one 
child was twisted of and carried 200 yards 
from the body. Mrs. Bruce, a widow, aged 
eighty years, and her daughter were badly 
injured by the wreckimyz of their residepces. 
It is supposed the former will die from her 
injuries After the storm a turkey was 
found completely stripped of his feathers. 
The damage was heavy.”

refers to what he calls the unjustifiable Bul- 


garian customs duties on the {fron- 
tier, the unlawful seizure of Bregova, 
and the encouragement by Bulgaria 


of the Servian rebels condemned for high 
treason. King Milan also refers to alleged 
ill-treatment of Servian emigrants in Bul- 
garia, the blockade of the frontier by Bul 
“garia, and aliegei attacks by undisciplined 
Dulanien volunteers on the Servian people 
and troops. 

Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria, in an order 
of the day to the officers ani mon of hisarmy 
says: ‘‘King Milan has declared war against 
us, ani has ordered the Servian army toin 
vade Bulgaria. Our Servian brethren, in- 
steal of assisting us, wish tu ruin our coun. 
try. Show your courage now, and defend, 
your mothers, wives, sisters and homes! Pur- 
sue and annihilate the cowardly, treacherous 
enemy! Let ‘Forward! be your battle cry, 
brethren, and may God aid us and grant us 
victory.”

The Number of Offices and What 
it Costs to Run Them. — 
on | 
Anoual Reports of -Various Officials 
to the Postmaster-General. 


First Assistant Postmaster-General A. E. 
Stevenson has su>mitted to the postmaster- 
genera! his annual rsport upon the opera- 
tions of his bure.u for the fiscal year ended, 
June 30, 1835. From the report it seems that 
the number of postoffices established was 
2,121, and the number discontinued 6, 
making the whole number of postoffices af 
the end of the fiscal year 51,252, a net in- 
crease of 1,235 during the year. The num- 
ber of offices subject to appointments by the 
President (presidential grade) was 2,233, and 
the number subject to appointment by the 
postmaster. genera! (fourth class) was 49,019. 

The whole number of appointmen’‘s during 
the year was 11,203, made up as follows: On 
resignations and commissions expired, 6,204; 
removals and suspensions, 810; changes of 
names and sites, 207; deaths of postmasters, 
412; establishment of new offices, 2,221. The 
increase in ths numb r of toffices was dis- 
tributed as foliows: New England States, 
48: Middie States and District of Columbia, 
111; Southern States and Indian Terri- 
tory, ‘8; the ten States and six 
Territories of the West and Northwest, 
375; the three States and three ‘Terri- 
tories of. the Pacific slope, sixty-five. The 
greatest increase in or Territory 
was io \ irginia. 
for the year vas seventy-one and in Missis- 
sippi fiity-nine. The only decrease was in 
Nevada. ilhesix States having the largest 
number of postoffices were: Pennsylvania,

Premature Deaths. 

Strong men. lose their lives by impru- 
lent acts, while the weak, compelled to 
take care of themselves, often live to old 
ige. Few men live as long as they 
should, because few abstain from violat- 
ing some law of health: The late Dr. 
Mariom Sims, the founder of the Wo- 
qan’s Hospital in New York, said that 
most men die prematurely, even when 
hey die of old age. 

Among these premature deaths he 
mentions that of Peter Cooper, who im- 
prudently exposed himself at the age of 
iinety-three, took cold, and died of 
pneumonia, Capt. Labouche, who died 
1 few yoars ago in New York, at the age 
of one hundred and eleven, also died 
‘rom a cold caused by imprudent expos- 
ire. 

Dr. Sims says his own father. died pre- 
naturely, at the age of seventy-cight, 
because he did what he ought not to 
‘ave done. One hot day in July, he 
‘ode thirty miles in the saddle. Having 
tabled his hore, he began chopping 
wood. Suddenly the axe dropped from 
his hands, and he was paralyzed. The 
long ride in the sun had over-heated and 
fatigued his body. The violent chop- 
ping overtaxed heart and Jungs, and 
threw the bleed too forcibly to the brain. 
A blood-vessel in the brain gave way, 
letting out the blood, which, forming » 
lot, produced. paralysis. 

‘‘As all this occurred as the result of 
an imprudent and unnecessary act,” says 
Dr. Sims, “I am justified in saying that 
father died prematurely at the age of 
seventy-cight; for ] am sure that without 
this he would have lived to be ninety- 
live, as his grandfather did before him.”
